boosted late in 1951, taking effect 
November 1 of that year. So folks 
settling up 1951 tuxes on March 15. 
1952, paid at the new r&tq for only 
two months. But .this time you'll 
pay the higher rate on the full 12 
months of 1952. 


So by March 15 the fact that

Full Impact of

NEW YORK M—The 
first 
full 


mpact of a five-day 
old strike 


-ieing up 3,500 privately - owned 
juses hit New York City today. 
It threw a heavy load on subways 
and city-owned bus lines during 
the morning rush hour but they 
absorbed it without great difficulty. 


The strike against the 
city's 


eight privately operated bus lines 
for a 40-hour week and wage im- 
provements began on the stroke of 
New Year's. Because of the long 
holiday weekend, its full force was 
riot felt until today. 


A staggering of school hours 


helped lessen the rush hour bur- 
den. Pligh Schools, except those on 
Staten Island, did not begin classes 
until 10 a. m. Junior high school 
pupils who ordinarily ride subways 
were

tion whether diplomat John Carter 
Vincent shall continue In tho for- 
eign service has been handed to a 
five-man board especially created 
to examine his loyalty anew.

said he agreed with Secretary of 
State Achoson that a further ex 
aminatiori was called for In 
the 


case of Vincent, long u target oj 
Sen. McCarthy (RWJs.), and oth. 
ers, who have accused him" of 
Comrnunis lloanlngs. 


The government's top Loyally 


Review Board 
found 
reasonable 


doubt of Vincent's loyalty and rec- 
ommended that he bo fired, In an 
exchange 
of 
memoranda 
made 


public by the White House, Ache- 
son said ho could not "in

conscience" make a final decision 
because the board's report was, in 
his words, confusing and Inconclu- 
sive.
